Democrats Drop Iraq Timeline 


New bill would provide funds for war through September 


WASHINGTON I In grudging concessions to 
President Bush, Democrats intend to draft 
an Iraq war-funding bill without a timeline 
for the withdrawal of U.S. troops and shorn 
of billions of dollars in spending on domestic 
programs, officials said Monday. 

The legislation would include the first fed- 
eral minimum wage increase in more than 
a decade, a top priority for the Democrats, 
who took control of Congress in January, 


the officials added, speaking on condition 
of anonymity. 

While details remain subject to change, 
the measure is designed to close the books by 
Friday on a bruising veto fight between Bush 
and the Democratic- controlled Congress over 
the war. It would provide funds for military 
operations in Iraq through Sept. 30, the end 
of the fiscal year. 

Democrats in Congress have insisted for 


months they would not give Bush a blank 
check for his war policies, and officials said 
the legislation is expected to include politi- 
cal and military goals for the Iraqi govern- 
ment to meet toward establishment of a more 
democratic society. 

Failure to make progress could cost the 
Iraqis some of the reconstruction aid the 
United States has promised, although it was 
not clear whether Democrats intended to 
give Bush power to order the aid to be spent 
regardless of progress, david espo (ap)

WAS H I N GTO N I Senate leaders agreed 
Monday that they would wait until 
June to take final action on a bipar- 
tisan plan to give millions of unlaw- 
ful immigrants legal status. 

The measure, which also tight- 
ens border security and workplace 
enforcement measures, unites a 
group of influential liberals, cen- 
trists and conservatives and has 
White House backing, but it has 
drawn criticism from across the 
political spectrum. In a nod to 
that opposition. Senate leaders won’t 
seek to complete it before a hoped- 
for Memorial Day deadline. 

“It would be to the best inter- 


ests of the Senate ... that we not try 
to finish this bill this week,” said 
Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid, 


afraid the conclusion wouldn’t be 
anything that anyone wanted.” 


The compromise cleared its 
first hurdle Monday with a Senate 
vote to begin debate on a separate 
immigration measure. Still, it faces 
significant obstacles as lawmakers 
seek dozens of modifications to its 
key elements. 

The unlikely coalition that bro- 
kered the deal, led by Sens. Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass., and Jon Kyi, 
R-Ariz., is plotting to protect the 
agreement from “deal-breaker” 
changes that would sap its sup- 
port.

Safety of Diabetes Drug Questioned 


Study finds popular 
medication increases 
risk of heart attacks 

A widely used diabetes pill raises the 
risk of heart attacks and possibly 
death, according to a scientific anal- 
ysis that reveals what some experts 
are calling another example of the 
government failing to protect the 
public from an unsafe drug. 

More than 6 million people 
worldwide have taken the drug, 
sold as Avandia and Avandamet, 



Avandia’s maker, GlaxoSmithKline 
PLC, disputed the analysis’ results. 


since it came on the market eight 
years ago to help control blood sugar 
in people with the most common 


form of diabetes. About 1 million 
Americans use it now. 

Pooled results of dozens of stud- 
ies on nearly 28,000 people revealed 
a 43 percent higher risk of heart 
attack for those taking Avandia 
compared to people taking other 
diabetes drugs or no diabetes medi- 
cation. The study, published by the 
New England Journal of Medicine, 
also found a trend toward more 
heart-related deaths. 

The findings are frightening 
because two -thirds of diabetics die 
of heart problems, so a drug that 


boosts this possibility is especially 
hazardous for them. 

Avandia’s maker, GlaxoSmith- 
Kline PLC, disputed the results 
of the analysis but acknowledged 
that its own similar review found a 
30 percent increased risk — infor- 
mation it gave last August and possi- 
bly even earlier to the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration. But the com- 
pany said that more rigorous studies 
did not confirm excess risk. 

FDA officials issued a safety 
alert on Monday and said they likely 
would convene an advisory panel 
but planned no immediate changes 
to the current side effect warnings 
on the drug’s packaging, (ap)

Fla. Sets January Primary 


Earlier vote in ’08 may 
draw candidates away 
from smaller states 

WEST PALM BEACH, FLA. I Gov. Char- 
lie Crist signed a bill Monday mov- 
ing Florida’s 2008 primary to Jan. 
29, shaking up the U.S. presidential 
race by bypassing a dozen other states 
whose primaries are set for Feb. 5. 

The move puts Florida’s pri- 
mary, which had been scheduled 
for March, behind only the Iowa 
and Nevada caucuses and the 
New Hampshire primary and on 
the same day as South Carolina’s 
Democratic primary. 

Florida has by far the largest 
population of any of the early vot- 
ing states set for January and is the 
most expensive in which to cam- 
paign, giving well-funded candi- 
dates an even greater advantage 
and possibly drawing attention 
away from the smaller states.

Richardson’s Bid Is Official

TRIPOLI, LEBANON I Lebanese troops 
blasted a Palestinian refugee camp 
with artillery and tank fire again 
Monday, seeking to destroy a mil- 
itant group with al- Qaeda ties. 
The barrage smashed buildings 
and sent plumes of black smoke 
towering over the crowded camp 
on the Mediterranean. 

The fierce, two -day battle has 


killed nearly 50 combatants and 
an unknown number of civilians, 
raising fears that Lebanon’s worst 
internal violence since the 1975- 
1990 civil war could spread in a 
country with an uneasy balancing 
act among various factions. 

Refugees in the Nahr el-Bared 
camp, on the outskirts of the north- 
ern port city of Tripoli, hid in their 
homes as fighting raged, and Pal- 
estinian officials in the camp said 
nine civilians were killed Monday.

Fresh airstrikes kill 5

cal leaders could be their next tar- 
get, and a rocket fired from Gaza 
killed an Israeli woman, inviting a 
harsh Israeli response. 

The rocket fired at the battered 


town of S derot hit a car, setting it 
on fire. Both Hamas and Islamic 
Jihad claimed responsibility. 

Officials said the woman, who 
was hit while approaching the car, 
died on the way to the hospital. She 
was the first Israeli killed in a rocket 
attack since November. 

Even before the fatal salvo, 
Hamas leaders were fearing for 
their safety. They reduced their 
movements as militant groups 
declared a state of emergency. 

The precautions followed an 
Israeli airstrike late Sunday on the 


home of Hamas lawmaker Khalil 
al-Haya that killed eight people. 
Israel denied al-Haya, who was not 
home at the time, was the target. 
But Israel’s leaders said they would 
employ more drastic measures to 
stop the daily salvos of rocket fire 
from Gaza at Israel. 

On Monday, an Israeli aircraft 
fired a missile at a car carrying 
four Islamic Jihad men, killing all 
of them. Other airstrikes Monday 
killed a Hamas militant and hit sus- 
pected weapons -storage facilities,

TEHRAN, IRAN I A jailed Iranian- 
American academic was charged 
Monday with setting up a network 
to overthrow the Islamic establish- 
ment, the government said. 

Haleh Esfandiari, head of the 
Middle East Program at the Wash- 
ington-based Woodrow Wilson 
Center for Schol- 
ars, has been held 
at Tehran’s noto- 
rious Evin Prison 
since early May.

on state TV said 
she and the Wilson Center were con- 
spiring to topple the government by 
setting up a network “against the 
sovereignty of the country.” 

“This is an American designed 
model with an attractive appear- 
ance that seeks the soft-toppling of 
the country,” the ministry said.

Bakhash, denied the allegations 
against his wife.

Search for Missing GIs Pushes On 


U.S. troops comb key 
areas for elues in hunt; 
at least 58 Iraqis dead 

BAGHDAD I U.S. soldiers raided 
suspected safe houses near the 
Euphrates River south of Bagh- 
dad on Monday in their search 
for three comrades captured by 
insurgents linked to al- Qaeda but 
found them empty after the mili- 
tants apparently were tipped off 
and fled, an official said. 

It was the latest in a series of 
frustrations for exhausted U.S. 
troops hunting for any sign of the 
troops who went missing after a 
coordinated May 12 ambush that 
left four other Americans and an 
Iraqi soldier dead. 

Maj. Webster Wright, a spokes- 
man for the 10th Mountain Divi- 
sion’s 2nd Brigade Combat Team, 
also said some 27 air assaults had 
been staged in the last nine days, 
dropping off soldiers to gain the ele- 
ment of surprise and to avoid the 
bomb-studded roads.

“We went after a couple of objec- 
tives and they had some warning 
systems out,” Wright said. “They 
were able to slip away from us, 
but we’re going to come at things 
from a different angle.” 

Meanwhile, at least 58 Iraqis 
were killed by attacks or found 
dead across Iraq Monday, includ- 
ing seven people ambushed on a bus 
northeast of Baghdad, police said. 
The dead included 24 men whose 
bullet-riddled bodies were found 
across Baghdad, apparent victims 
of sectarian death squads. 

Several mortar shells hit the 
U.S. -controlled Green Zone, one 
striking the Iraqi parliament build- 
ing but causing no casualties — the 
latest in near daily barrages on the 
nerve center of the U.S. mission and 
Iraqi government that underline the 
country’s tenuous security. 

British troops clashed with Shi- 
ite Muslim gunmen in the southern 
city of Basra. Britain’s military said 
one British soldier and a civilian 
driver were killed when a supply

Aid Ship Refuses 
To Sail in Lawless 
Somali Waters 

MOGADISHU, SOMALIA I A cargo 
ship carrying food for poor Soma- 
lis refused to leave Kenya on Mon- 
day because of rampant piracy, and 
the U.S. Navy warned vessels to stay 
clear of Somalia’s lawless waters 
where everyone from aid workers to 
fishermen have become targets. 

The U.N. World Food Program 
has appealed for international 
action to stamp out Somali pirates 
threatening the delivery of humani- 
tarian supplies to Somalia, which 
is trying to recover from the worst 
fighting in more than a decade. 

The ship was loaded with 850 
tons of food, but the shipping agency 
contracted by the WFP demand- 
ed the Kenyan government pro- 
vide security for travel into Soma- 
li waters. A Kenyan government 
spokesman did not immediately 
return calls for comment. 

On Saturday, pirates staged a 
failed hijack attempt on anoth- 
er WFP boat, killing a Somali 
guard.

Paraguay, Brazil newly 
resolve to combat flow 
of contraband goods 

CIUDAD DEL ESTE, PARAGUAY I 
Men lugging shiny stereos, new 
tires and heavy packages on their 
backs stream like ants across the 
Friendship Bridge, where smugglers 
lower boxes of contraband from Par- 
aguay on ropes to Brazilian runners 
on the riverbank below. 

No one checks passports, and 
anyone asking questions is hustled 
away in this smugglers’ haven near 
the “Triple Border,” where Para- 
guay, Brazil and Argentina meet, 
and contraband electronics, toys, 
drugs and arms flow across porous 
borders. 

Paraguayan President Nicanor 
Duarte and Brazil’s Luiz Inacio Lula 
da Silva met in Asuncion on Mon- 
day and vowed to boost legitimate 
trade and to strengthen cross-bor- 
der cooperation in fighting smug- 
gling along the Triple Border. They 
also signed a pledge to build another 
bridge on the Parana River separat- 
ing their countries. 

But neither broached one thorny 
issue: a wall Brazil had planned to 
build on its side of the Friendship 
Bridge. When announced in March, 
Duarte called the wall a “shameful” 
proposal. Silva’s office said ahead 


of his visit that no wall will now be 
built, but did not say why the wall 
was scrapped. 

“Convergence, not divergence, 
is the solution to our problems,” 
Silva said Monday, sounding con- 
ciliatory as he talked of boosting 
bilateral trade, which Brazil’s for- 
eign ministry said totaled $1.5 bil- 
lion in 2006. 

Both leaders said greater trade 
would help the poor in both coun- 
tries. Paraguay is South America’s 
poorest country after Bolivia, while 
Silva noted that giant Brazil is home 
to 44 million poor. 

Paraguay’s major trading city is 
Ciudad del Este, some 200 miles 
east of Asuncion. It is an enor- 
mous mecca of shops bristling 
with whiskey, cigarettes, comput- 
ers and clothes, and is considered 
one of South America’s leading 
smuggling centers. 

The U.S. Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement Agency 
announced last year a move with 
the tri-border countries to create 
units investigating trade based 
money-laundering here. 

While U.S. government reports 
have sporadically raised suspicions 
the area is a fundraising source for 
radical Islamic groups such as Hez- 
bollah and Hamas, authorities have 
said they have never found proof of

Maryland Seeks 
$965M for Child 
Health Care Fund 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. | Maryland could 
get $965 million in new federal 
money for children’s health care 
over the next five years if Con- 
gress reauthorizes an expiring fed- 
eral program and finds a way to pay 
for increased spending, according 
to a report released Monday by a 
consumer health group. 

Discussions about reauthoriz- 
ing the State Children’s Health 
Insurance Program and finding 
another $50 billion above current 
spending have been brewing for a 
big debate this summer in Con- 
gress. The money would have to 
come from new revenues or cuts 
in other areas. 

Maryland is one of 14 states 
experiencing a shortfall this year 
in its program, said Secretary of the 
Maryland Department of Health 
and Mental Hygiene John Colm- 
ers. Maryland is due to run out of 
federal money from S-CHIP later 
this month. Maryland currently 
has about 106,000 children in S- 
CHIP. (AP)

WASHINGTON | The Smithsonian 
Institution toned down an exhibit 
on climate change in the Arctic for 
fear of angering Congress and the 
Bush administration, says a former 
administrator at the museum. 

Among other things, the script, 
or official text, of last year’s exhibit 
was rewritten to minimize and inject 
more uncertainty into the relation- 
ship between global warming and 
humans, said Robert Sullivan, who 
was associate director in charge of 
exhibitions at the Smithsonian’s 
National Museum of Natural His- 
tory. 

Also, officials omitted scientists’

MySpace Agrees 
To Release Data 


Social networking site 
to share sex offender 
info with authorities 

RALEIGH, N.C. I Faced with legal 
demands from state attorneys 
general, MySpace.com said Mon- 
day it will release data on registered 
sex offenders it has identified and 
removed from the popular social 
networking Web site. 

The company, citing federal 
privacy laws, initially rebuffed a 
demand from North Carolina Attor- 
ney General Roy Cooper and col- 
leagues in seven other U.S. states 
who last week asked for data on how 
many registered sex offenders are 
using the site and where they live. 

MySpace agreed Monday to pro- 
vide the information to all states 
after some members of the group 
filed subpoenas or took other legal 
actions to demand it. The compa- 


ny said last week such efforts were 
required under the federal Elec- 
tronic Communications Privacy 
Act before it could legally release 
the data. 

“Different states are going about 
it different ways,” said Noelle Tal- 
ley, spokeswoman for Cooper, who 
filed a “civil investigative demand” 
for the information. 

MySpace obtained the data 
from Sentinel Tech Holding Corp., 
which the company partnered with 
in December to build a database 
with information on sex offenders 
in the United States. 

Mike Angus, MySpace’s exec- 
utive vice president and general 
counsel, said the company, owned 
by media conglomerate News Corp., 
had always planned to share infor- 
mation on sex offenders it identi- 
fied and has already removed about 
7,000 profiles, out of a total of about

S&P 500 Surges on Takeover Deals 


NEW YORK I Wall Street reached 
another milestone during a muted 
session Monday, when the Standard 
& Poor’s 500 index briefly passed its 
record close of 1,527.46 for the first 
time in more than seven years. 

The S&P 500, considered by 
market professionals the best 
indicator of stock performance, 
surpassed the mark shortly after 
noon following a fresh spate of 
takeover deals. The broad market 
index has lagged the Dow Jones 


industrial average in recovering 
from the prolonged stock slump 
earlier this decade. 

The S&P 500 rose as high 
as 1,529.87, then edged back to 
1,525.10, up 2.35, or 0.15 percent, 
as cautious investors locked in 
some profits from weeks of gains. 
The index’s advance was driven by 
buying in non-technology sectors 
such as energy, materials, indus- 
trials and financials, S&P data 
showed. (AP)

The sport turned a blind eye for 
so long that it would rather take an 
intentional walk than witness the 
grandest of slams. 

Home run No. 756 will be the 
steroids era’s lasting legacy, a black 
eye that will never be lived down. 

It will be the “stuff” of legends.

Backstrom Kicks 
Off the Offseason 


Capitals sign former 
first-round pick to start 
the rebuilding process 

CAPITALS I After ayear of extra sea- 
soning in his native Sweden, Nicklas 
Backstrom considers himself ready 
for the NHL. So do the Washing- 
ton Capitals. 

The 19 -year-old center signed 
his three -year, entry-level contract 
Monday, then was given his No. 19 
Capitals jersey in what the team says 
will be the first of several improve- 
ments this offseason. 

“This is another part of our 
rebuilding plan,” owner Ted 
Leonsis said at a news conference 
at the team’s practice facility. “He 
is another part of the foundation 
of the new core of the Washington 
Capitals.” 

Backstrom, listed at 6 feet and 
183 pounds, gives Washington a 
young forward to possibly pair with 
its two Russian wingers, 2005-06 
Calder Trophy winner Alex Ovech- 


kin and Alexander Semin. 

The Capitals finished with 70 
points and ranked 27th in the 
30 -team NHL each of the past two 
seasons, so Leonsis has vowed to 
improve this summer. 

Those changes began with Back- 
strom, who was the fourth overall 
pick in the 2006 draft. Instead of 
joining Washington right away, he 
opted to remain in Sweden and play 
a third season for his club there, 
Brynas. Backstrom recorded his 
best statistics in 2006-07, with 12 
goals and 28 assists in 45 games. 

Does he have targets for the 
types of numbers he hopes to pro- 
duce in the NHL? 

“We’ll see what happens,” Back- 
strom said, smiling. 

He said he thinks the more phys- 
ical style of play here will require the 
biggest adjustment. And he has no 
regrets about waiting to sign with 
the Capitals. 

“I’m a better player, and I grew 
also as a person, too,” Backstrom

As the team struggles, 
attendance continues 
to plummet at RFK 

NATIONALS I Washington Nationals 
players notice it. Opponents, too. 

Attendance at Nationals home 
games has dropped by more than 
a third from year 1 to year 3, leav- 
ing thousands of empty yellow and 
burgundy seats night after night at 
46,000 -capacity RFK Stadium. 

Even last weekend’s interleague 
series against Baltimore, a city 
located about a 45 -minute drive 
away, drew a high of 30,661 fans 
on Saturday night. Friday night’s 
announced turnout of 22,375 was 
deemed “pathetic” by Orioles out- 
fielder Jay Gibbons. 

“I can certainly understand it,” 
right fielder Austin Kearns said when 
asked about the smaller crowds. “It’s 
pretty well known that we’re build- 
ing for the future here.” 

Still, the slump in attendance has 
been rather dramatic, and doomsay- 
ers might wonder whether it reflects 


a lack of interest in baseball in the 
nation’s capital. 

This is, after all, a town that 
twice lost major league franchises: 
The original Washington Senators 


moved to Minnesota after the I960 
season, and the expansion Wash- 
ington Senators left for Texas after 
the 1971 season. 

“There’s not one worry about that 


from in this clubhouse,” Nationals 
catcher Brian Schneider said. “We’ve 
had some smaller crowds, but we 
know they care.” 

There certainly was a lot of hoop- 
la accompanying baseball’s return 
to Washington in 2005, when the 
Montreal Expos moved south and 
became the Nationals. The team 
averaged 33,728 spectators for 
81 home games at RFK Stadium, 
with its upper- deck seats painted 
in Redskins colors. 

But a bit of that buzz has dis- 
sipated. The average fell to 26,581 
last season. And in 2007, it’s down 
to 22,044 — a 35 percent decline 
from 2005. 

Washington ranks 25th of 
baseball’s 30 clubs in home atten- 
dance, trailing only Tampa Bay, 
Florida, Kansas City, Pittsburgh 
and Cleveland. 

“The real fans, they show up. The 
die-hards,” Nationals left fielder 
Ryan Church said. “They’re loud 
enough. When we get 17,000 or 
18,000, they’re still loud — the ones 
who are here.” Howard fendrich (ap)

Death or Glory 


A new Joe Strummer 
bio gives a detailed 
look at the Clash’s king 

BOOK I There was a time when the 
Clash, the brilliant British quartet 
that blended politics with punk 
rock, was (quite properly) billed 
as “The Only Band That Matters.” 

A new biography about lead sing- 
er Joe Strummer explains why — 


along with much, much more about 
the band, the times and the char- 
ismatic front man who died at age 
50, leaving an inestimable musical 
influence. 

“Redemption Song: The Bal- 
lad of Joe Strummer” starts slow- 
ly, with British music journalist 
Chris Salewicz providing a first- 
person account of his reaction to 
Strummer’s death. There may be 
an “I” in biography, but it’s unnec- 


essary in the writing. 

And then Salewicz, a longtime 
Strummer associate and chronicler 
of the punk scene, quickly settles 
into his groove and stays there, his 
words as vivid as the lyrics to “Lon- 
don Calling.” The author spent more 
than three years and conducted more 
than 300 interviews for the project, 
and it shows: Details abound, pro- 
viding fresh glimpses into the Strum- 
mer persona, along with those that 


preceded it, including a phase in 
which he took the name Woody 
— as in folkie Guthrie. 

Salewicz details Strummer’s 
childhood and family background, 
delving into the suicide of the sing- 
er’s elder brother, an event that col- 
ored the rest of the rocker’s life. 

There’s a recounting of Strum- 
mer’s ascension from living in a 
squat to playing in a pub rock band 
(the lOl’ers) to the Clash opening 
for the Who before a sold- out Shea 
Stadium. The band’s 1977-84 run, 
including an abrupt end after the 
chart-topping success of “Combat 
Rock,” is painstakingly covered. 

And Salewicz avoids turning 
“Redemption Song” into a hagi- 
ography: Strummer’s womaniz- 
ing, drinking and drug use are 
addressed, along with his ill- con- 
ceived decisions to fire Clash drum- 
mer Topper Headon and writing 
partner Mick Jones — the musical 
equivalent of George Steinbrenner 
trading away Jeter and A- Rod. 

But Strummer returned in the 
1990s with a new band, the Mes- 
caleros, to make some of the most 
challenging music of his career — a 
more adventurous world sound that 
introduced him to a new generation 
of listeners. His untimely death in 
2002 denied Strummer the chance 
to add additional chapters to his 
legacy — and this biography. 

“Redemption Song” may not be 
the “Only Biography That Matters” 
when it comes to the Clash or its 
singer, but Salewicz comes close 
enough with his compelling tale 
of Strummer’s too-short life.

Rufus Wainwright 
reaches deep into his 
grand operatic soul 

MUSIC I Rufus Wainwright says he 
set out to make a stripped-down, 
straightforward record, but his pen- 
chant for theatrical songcraft just 
couldn’t be submerged. 

Indeed, his latest CD, “Release 
the Stars” (Geffen), is downright 
operatic from the start: lead-off 
track “Do I Disappoint You” reso- 


nates with the plucked strings of 
violins, dramatic flourishes from 
woodwinds and a full-on brass cre- 
scendo as the song nears its end. 

The CD doesn’t get any lower 
key from there. It’s a glorious tan- 
gle of excess as Wainwright indulg- 
es himself on a dozen songs about 
friends, lovers and contemporaries. 
A simple piano intro on “Nobody’s 
Off the Hook” soon swells with 
pastoral orchestration, and busy 
strings chase other through “Tulsa” 
as Wainwright sings in a vibrato as

The Silk Road 


Explorer Marco Polo’s 
adventurous life as 
deluxe docudrama 

TV I Ian Somerhalder has long been 
fascinated with the Far East. 

“Places call you,” said the 28- 
year-old actor. “Usually, the Vir- 
gin Islands call people. China was 
calling me.” 

Which is why Somerhalder, not 
seen on TV since his fateful end in 
the first season of “Lost,” took the 
role of the most famous Westerner 
to travel the Silk Road in the Hall- 
mark Channel’s “Marco Polo,” airing 
at 8 p.m. on June 2. The three -hour 
movie about the 13th-century Vene- 
tian trader’s odyssey through Asia is 
loosely based on the explorer’s cel- 
ebrated chronicles, “The Travels of 
Marco Polo.” 

In the film, Somerhalder plays 
the young, wide-eyed adventur- 
er who accompanies two priests 
on a mission to convert Mongol 
conqueror Kublai Khan (played 
by Brian Dennehy) to Christian- 
ity. But the priests turn back dur- 


ing the journey, unconvinced that 
China even exists. 

Eventually, Polo forges ahead 
through treacherous mountains and 
blinding desert blizzards to reach 
the fabled land where he is accepted 
as a confidant in Khan’s court, dis-

covering, among many things, the 
delicacies of ice cream and pasta, 
as well as the advantages of paper 
currency and a postal system. 

Accompanied by his servant- 
cum-companion, Pedro (B.D. 
Wong), Polo spent more than two 
decades exploring the region, before 
returning to Europe to write his tale 
that continues to be one of the most 
important travelogues in history. 

“This guy of Anglo-Saxon 


decent walking through places 
like Afghanistan, it’s a surprise 
that he didn’t get killed in his first 
month,” Somerhalder said. “But the 
thing is, you always know what he 
did and what he saw, but you never 
know how he felt about it. He never 
talked about himself or his feelings, 
and he never judged anyone, which 
I think is pretty incredible.” 

Shooting on location last sum- 
mer in temperatures of 110 degrees- 
plus and high humidity turned out 
to be an adventure all its own. 

“I lost 20 pounds in eight weeks 
shooting this movie,” he said. “The 
horses would lay down with their 
saddles on and pass out — we’d have 
to pour water all over them.” 

Like Polo, Somerhalder shares 
a similar wanderlust. “I’ve had 
these feelings since I was a kid,” 
said Somerhalder, whose father 
entertained his young son with 
tales of his travels in the military 
during the Vietnam War. “Ever since 
I can remember. I’ve wanted to trav- 
el to new cities, new hotel rooms. I 
should have been a damn rock star.”

The man who created 
the first cell camera 
is awed by its impact 

The chilling sounds of gunfire on 
the Virginia Tech campus; the hate- 
ful taunts from Saddam Hussein’s 
execution; the racist tirade of come- 
dian Michael Richards. 

Those videos, all shot with cell 
phone cameras and seen by millions, 
are just a few recent examples of 
the power now at the fingertips of

the masses. Even the man widely 
credited with inventing the camera 
phone in 1997 is awed by the cultur- 
al revolution he helped launch. 

“It’s had a massive impact because 
it’s just so convenient,” said Philippe 
Kahn. “There’s always a way to cap- 
ture memories and share it. You go 



to a restaurant, and there’s abirthday 
and suddenly everyone is getting their 
cameraphones out. It’s amazing.” 

If Kahn feels a bit like a proud 
father when he sees people hold- 
ing up their cell phones to snap 
pictures, there’s good reason: He 
jury-rigged the first camera phone 
while his wife was in labor with 
their daughter. 

‘We were going to have ababy and 
I wanted to share the pictures, with 
family and friends,” Kahn said, “and 
there was no easy way to do it.” 

So, as he sat in a maternity ward, 
he wrote a crude program on his 
laptop and sent an assistant to a 
RadioShack store to get a solder- 
ing iron, capacitors and other 
plies to wire his digi- 
tal camera to his cell 
phone. When Sophie 
was born, he sent her 
photo over a cellu- 
lar connection to 
acquaintances 
around the globe. 

A decade later, 41 percent of 
American households own a cam- 
era phone “and you can hardly find 
a phone without a camera anymore,” 
said Michael Cai, an industry ana- 
lyst at Parks Associates. 

Market researcher Gartner Inc. 
predicts that about 589 million cell 
phones will be sold with cameras in 
2007, increasing to more than 1 bil-

lion worldwide by 2010. 

Mix in the Internet’s vast reach 
and the growth of the YouTube gen- 
eration, and the ubiquitous gadget’s 
influence only deepens and gets 
more complicated. So much so that 
the watchful eyes on all of us may no 
longer just be those of Big Brother. 

“For the past decade, we’ve been 
under surveillance under these big 


black and white cameras on build- 
ings and at 7-Eleven stores. But the 
candid camera is wielded by indi- 
viduals now,” said Fred Turner, an 
assistant professor of communica- 
tions at Stanford University. 

Kahn, 55, is well aware of how 
the camera phone has been put to 
negative uses : sneaky shots up wom- 
en’s skirts, or the violent trend of

“happy slapping” in Europe where 
youths provoke a fight or assault, 
capture the incident on camera and 
then spread the images on the Web 
or between mobile phones. 

But he likes to focus on the 
technology’s benefits. It’s been a 
handy tool that has led to vindi- 
cation for victims or validation for 
vigilantes. 

As Kahn heard the smattering of 
stories in recent years about assail- 
ants scared off by a camera phone 
or criminals who were nabbed later 
because their faces or their license 
plates were captured on the gad- 
get, he said, “I started feeling it 
was better than carrying a gun.”

Once touted as the 
future, Wi-Fi projects 
are now in jeopardy 

A $3 million plan to blanket Lom- 
poc, Calif., with a wireless Inter- 
net system promised a quantum 
leap for economic development: 
The remote community, hit hard 
by cutbacks at nearby Vandenberg 
Air Force Base, would join the 21st 
century with cheap and plentiful 
high-speed access. 

Instead, nearly a year after its 
launch, Lompoc Net is limping 
along. The central California city 
of 42,000 has only a few hundred 
subscribers to the service — far 
fewer than the 4,000 needed to 
start repaying loans from the city’s 
utility coffers. 

Lompoc isn’t alone. Across the 
United States, cities are finding 
their Wi-Fi projects are costing 
more and drawing less interest 
than expected, leading to worries

that a number will fail. 

“They are the monorails of this 
decade: the wrong technology, 
totally overpromised and com- 
pletely undelivered,” said Antho- 
ny Townsend, research director at 
the Institute for the Future. 

About 175 U.S. cities or regions 
have citywide or partial wireless 
networks, and a similar number 
are planning them, according to 
Esme Vos, founder of the industry 
Web site MuniWireless. 

Because systems are just com- 
ing online, it’s premature to say 
how many or which ones will fail 
under current operating plans, but 
the early signs are troubling. 


“I will be surprised if the major- 
ity of these are successful and they 
do not prove to be drains on tax- 
payers’ money,” said Michael Bal- 
hoff, former telecom equity analyst 
with Legg Mason Inc. “The govern- 


ment is getting into hotly contested 
services.” 

The vendors remain confi- 
dent despite technical and other 
problems. Chuck Haas, MetroFi 
Inc.’s chief executive, said Wi-Fi 


networks are far cheaper to build 
than cable and DSL, or broadband 
over phone lines. 

In Lompoc’s case, officials say 
construction was delayed about 
a year once they realized wire- 
less antennas had to be packed 
more closely together. Then the 
city learned that its stucco homes 
have a wire mesh that blocks sig- 
nals, making Internet service poor 
or nonexistent indoors without extra 
equipment. 

But more importantly, just as 
Lompoc committed to the net- 
work, cable and telephone compa- 
nies arrived with better equipment 
and service, undercutting the city’s 
offerings. 

“It seemed like we announced 
we were going to do this and that, 
and the next day we got trucks from 
the providers doing this and that, 
when we’ve been asking for years 
and nothing ever happened,” Lom- 
poc Mayor Dick DeWees said. 

Lompoc’s backers, though, still 
claim success, “even if the whole 
network were to be written off 
tomorrow,” said Mark McKib- 
ben, Lompoc’s former wireless 
consultant. 

“Prices dropped and quality of 
service went up,” he said. “That’s 
the way a lot of cities look at it. They 
don’t look at business profits and 
losses. They see it as a driver for

Do you think the reaction of the 
Hindu right to the Gere-Shetty 
kissing incident is part of a larg- 
er reaction against global secu- 
lar society and its values? Has 
the increasingly sexualized glob- 
al media created conditions ripe 
for conservative elements to 
exploit? 


You raise a very important issue 
about the connection between glo- 
balization and the ways in which 
global media culture is being 
exploited by religious conservative 
movements around the world. While 
the increasingly sexualized global 
media culture may create conditions 
for conservative elements to exploit, 
the same global media culture also 
provides the avenues for the more 
“liberal” elements to question and 
counter the conservative elements 
in society. 

Do you think the fact that Gere is a 
Westerner fueled the reaction? 

Yes, but not just because he is a West- 
erner. The fact that Gere is a big-time 
Hollywood actor had a lot to do with 


the controversy as well. 

I think the problem with Gere is that 
he was so over-the-top blatant with 
his actions that it seemed like he 
didn’t care about another culture or 
country’s rules. 

Yes, Gere’s actions may have seemed 
over the top to many in India. But 
as Emily Wax says in her article, 
there are many different opinions 
about this issue in India. Those who 
protested and filed the cases in the 
courts are only one small segment 
of the society.

How the Couch Can Help Coach a Career 




Q l think my best friend 
may be schizophren- 
ic. (Her mom is.) A 
month ago, she got 
really depressed and angry 
because she hadn’t found a 
job. I gave her support, applied 
for jobs for her, and offered to 
take her to a therapist. But she 
doesn’t want help, because she 
believes everyone is out to get 
her. She now says that if she 
leaves the house, the police 
will arrest her. How do you 
help a mentally ill person who 
doesn’t want aid? She has chil- 
dren, and I don’t want her to 
hurt herself or them. 

- ATRUE FRIEND 

These are the times when being a 
friend can be one of the toughest 


jobs in the world; my heart goes out 
to you. The first thing to remem- 
ber is not to focus on a diagnosis. 


Sometimes severe depression alone 
can lead to unusual beliefs and even 
psychotic behavior, and using labels 


or making a direct connection to her 
mother’s situation might make your 
friend even more suspicious. 

If she has a spouse/partner or 
family, you must enlist their sup- 
port, not just for logistical aid (per- 
haps they can lure her to a doctor?), 
but so they can be extra-watchful 
of the kids. Unfortunately, in many 
jurisdictions, if you can’t say for 
sure that she poses an imminent 
threat to herself or others (and if 
she does, it’s time to contact the 
police or social services, depend- 
ing on the severity), the law is usu- 
ally not much help. 

Stay as close as you can without 
pushing her to shut you out, but don’t 
blame yourself if she does; she’s clear- 
ly suffering from something bigger 
than you can handle alone. Your local 
community mental health agency can 
give you resources for your area, and 
sometimes they can do medium-level 
interventions that don’t require invol- 
untary hospitalization. 

It’s really important to take care 
of yourself during this time. Watch 
out for your friend, but don’t for- 


get that you’ve already cared for 
her quite a bit, and you are not 
ultimately responsible for wheth- 
er she gets help. 

Q Could a psycholo- 
gist help me change 
careers? - wondering 

Yes, a thousand times over! Career 
counselors can do assessments to 
find which occupations your person- 
ality, skills, education, lifestyle and 
interests might align with. Clinical 
and counseling psychologists can 
help with the emotional and behav- 
ioral aspects of a job change. And the 
whole “I’m trying to find out who I 
am” transition that often coincides 
with a career switch is tailor-made 
for counseling. Work plays such an 
integral role in our lives that it’s 
impossible to imagine it not being 
interconnected with our mental 
health, for better or for worse.

No Pain, Gain 

Q Every time I try to 
do five push-ups 
or more, I feel pain 
in the sides of my neck. I’m 
having a hard time gaining 
upper-body strength because 
I feel everything in my neck. 
Why is this, and what can I do 
to correct it? 

Control of the shoulder blades 
means everything when it comes 
to upper-body strength, and it’s 
determined by the surrounding 
musculature. You may feel tight- 
ness dueto your levator scapulae 
muscle pulling at your neckfrom 
the upper shoulder blade. If you 
combinethat with atight uppertra- 
pezius, you have a recipe for pain- 
ful push-ups. 

To correctthis, you need to 
workon “retracting” and “depress- 
ing” the shoulder blades. A floor 
cobraand dumbbell scaption are 
exercises for this correction. To 
do a floor cobra, lie on the floor in 
a prone position with your palms 
face down. Work on raising the 
chest and your arms, all while 
squeezing your shoulder blades 
together and toward yourglutes. 

A dumbbell scaption involves 
raising dumbbells (with a pis- 
tol-grip) above your head in a 
half-squat position. From there, 
youtakethem outside like you 
are stretching the chest and then 
down to your hips.

THE POUNDS PER YEAR OBESE PEO-

That first calculus pop quiz may 
have been a killer, and dates 
from American colonial his- 
tory may still be haunting you 
decades after your final. But 
there’s one exam from your 
school days you’re sure to 
remember for life: the physical 
fitness test. 

Since 1985, the President’s Council 
on Physical Fitness hasn’t changed 
its iconic routine: curl-ups, pull- 
ups, shuttle run, mile run and sit- 
and-reach. And while every May it 
cements jock status for the top 15 
percent of students (they take home 
the coveted “Presidential Physical 
Fitness Award”), the test can teach 
everyone their strengths and weak- 
nesses — literally. 

Lately, fitness -obsessed adults 
have been ringing up the Council, 
begging to get that same kind of 
feedback. “These baby boomers 
contact us and say they’d love to 
take a fitness test now,” says Melissa 
Johnson, executive director of the 
Council. After much pestering from 
the public, the Council is develop- 
ing a modified adult version that 
will be unveiled in the next few 
months. 


Until then, adults are free to 
attempt the exam they may have 
aced back in the day, although 
Johnson cautions folks from imme- 
diately attempting to reach their 
athletic peaks. “It’s important to 
realize that they might be less fit,” 
she says. 

The shuttle run — a sprinting 
exercise that requires participants 
to pick up wooden blocks from the 
floor — could especially spell disas- 
ter for a stiffer adult body, warn 
Vernon Bates and Michael Carter, 
trainers with Washington Sports 
Clubs. So be sure to warm up and 
stretch to avoid pulling a muscle. 

Even if the sit-and-reach was 
the exercise that gave you night- 
mares, that’s one almost all adults 
could stand to work on every day. 
“Flexibility is something most 
people don’t focus on at all,” says 
Carter. “And it keeps your body pli- 
able and able to withstand injury,” 
Bates adds. Curl-ups (aka sit-ups or 
crunches) work core strength, and 
running (or walking) a mile helps 
endurance, both things most adults 
could stand to improve as well. 

But Bates doesn’t think pull-ups 
deserve their place in the list of five. 
“It’s very relative to body weight, and 


if you lack grip strength, you can’t 
do it, even if your back muscles are 
fine,” he says. Push-ups have their 
own problems, mainly that people 
do them incorrectly, but they may 
be a better way to gauge upper-body 
strength. Bates would like to see 
the standing vertical jump added 
to the exam as a test of lower body 
strength, and Carter votes for more 
flexibility and stability testing. 

The most important element to 
Johnson, Bates and Carter is sim- 
ply that people are keeping tabs on 
their bodies and incorporating fit- 
ness into their daily lives. “I believe 
in the benchmark of progress,” Bates 
says. “Improve tomorrow what you 
did today.” 

And even if you never manage 
to do a pull-up, you can push your- 
self by signing up for the Council’s 
“Active Lifestyle” program. “We like 
to say the President’s Challenge is 
now grown-up,” Johnson says. The 
only requirement for that all-ages 
award is to get physical activity in 
any way for 30 minutes a day, five 
times a week for six weeks. You get 
a certificate suitable for framing, 
just like the jocks from school, and a 
body that might be able to handle a 
shuttle run. vicky hallett (express)

Follow these rules, taken from 
presidentschallenge.org, to see how 
you stack up to teenagers: 

CURL-UPS

PULL-UPS 

MEASURES: Upper-body strength and 
endurance.

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Never Bored on Boards 


They wobble, twist and fight back, forcing your body to work more 


When Shaquille O’Neal tore 
an abdominal muscle a decade 
ago, physical therapist to the 
stars Alex McKechnie invent- 
ed a device to get him back in the 
game: the core board. Unlike wob- 
ble boards or Bosu balls, on which 
one merely teeters from side _ 
to side, this baby can twist, 
too. “It’s multiplanar. It 
provides resistance at 
all angles of movement,” ' 
says Robert Sherman, a 
master trainer with Reebok, 
which makes the contraption. 

But while it’s a staple of personal- 
training gyms and elite facilities, 
most folks never get to give a core 
board a twist — unless they’re at 
Sherman’s Bethesda studio. 


WHAT IT IS: Put any exercise on a 
core board and it’s instantly harder. 
Even standing still isn’t easy: “You’re 
recruiting more muscles and burn- 
ing more calories in order not to 
fall,” Sherman explains. So while 
most of his routines could be per- 
formed on solid ground, trans- 
ferring them to the board ups 
, their efficacy. By glancing 
I at an off-kilter platform, 
* he can instantly spot when 
students are favoring one 
^ leg. And the swivel motion 
shows users how much power 
they can generate in their core by 
twisting their bodies against the 
board’s recoil. 

MOVES: A wood-chop motion 
proves the power of this invention. 
Instead of just flinging one’s arms

from over one shoulder down to 
the opposite hip, students must 
engage their core muscles so that 
the platform will twist with them. 
Classics like lunges, squats, push- 
ups and hip bridges get atten- 


tion, but so do more creative 
moves. You might speedily jump 
back and forth over the platform 
while tossing a medicine ball in 
the air. Or maybe you’ll place your 
palms on the board while mov- 


ing your legs around the floor on 
glide discs. 

WORKOUT: “You have different pains 
after each class,” says Stephanie 
Kipnis, 30, who says years of reg- 
ular attendance have boosted her 
stability. It’s no wonder, as the class 
moves so fast it’s tough to track how 
many body parts you’ve stretched 
and strengthened. But the work- 
outs are scalable — students can 
choose the size of their weights, and 
Sherman offers alternative moves 
for novices (as well as encouraging 
superstars to attempt even more 
outrageous variations). 

CROWD: Though some sessions do 
draw dudes, the classes are always 
estrogen-heavy. Sherman doesn’t 
understand. “You’d think guys 
would love it,” he says. “But they don’t 
stick with it because it’s too hard

Advice on some budget foods that won’t kill you 

Normally, politicians have to 
choke down more food than they 
could ever want at lavish din- 
ner parties, catered fundraisers 
and deep-fried state fair extrav- 
aganzas. But Monday night, four 
members of Congress finished 
up a very different kind of week. 

To draw attention to the difficul- 
ties of sustaining oneself on $1 
per meal — the amount an aver- 
age food stamp recipient receives 
from the government — Rep. Jim 
McGovern, D-Mass., and Rep. Jo 
Ann Emerson, R-Mo., co-chairmen 
of the House Hunger Caucus, along 
with Rep. Tim Ryan, D-Ohio, and 
Janice Schakowsky, D-Ill., slashed 
their food budgets to just $21 for 
the week. 

Instead of tapas, they had tap 
water. They replaced pate with 
PB&J. And smart diet habits? Well, 
those disappeared as quickly as their 
breakfasts of single bananas. 

But while living healthily on 
such an extreme budget is nearly 
impossible (which is, after all, the 
point these elected officials are try- 
ing to get across), it’s not entirely 
out of the question. “Go vegetar- 
ian and buy dried beans and rice,” 
instructs Dulcie Ward, a registered 
dietician on staff at Mint Fitness 
(1724 California St. NW; 202- 
328-6468; mintfitness.com). “It’s 
a cheap source of protein, and it’ll 
fill you up.” 

That’s a tip Ryan probably wish- 
es he had gotten before shopping 
for groceries last week. His man- 
aged to buy Chock Full o’ Nuts cof- 
fee, but skimped on proteins and 
produce (he snagged a single head 
of garlic). “You just can’t live on 
strawberry preserves and tomato 
sauce. You need vegetables,” notes 
Isabel Clark, founder of Clark 
Wellness, which offers clients 
personalized nutrition programs 
(clarkwellness.com). 

While some produce is indeed 
pricey, Clark advises budget shop- 
pers to go for leafy greens, such as 
kale, which are low-cost but nutri- 
ent-rich. 

And if fresh vegetables and 
fruits are prohibitively expen-

stretch your budget much further. 
“Buy a whole chicken and use the 
whole thing — including the bones 
for stock. If you reduce your waste, 
you save money,” Clark says. 

Just because something is inex- 
pensive doesn’t mean it deserves 
a spot on your shopping list. 
(Schakowsky, we’re talking about 
you and your ramen habit.) 

The ingredients in fast food are 
heavily subsidized by the govern- 
ment, so a buck burger can feel like 
a bargain. But when all that fat and 
cholesterol is in your body, it doesn’t 
feel so good anymore. It may keep 
your food costs low, but it’ll make 
your health care costs skyrocket. 

We’ll let these politicians enjoy 
a few salads before we make 
them live through that challenge.

Use these 4 tips to turn restless nights into blissful shut-eye 


The next time you’re lying awake 
at 3 a.m., instead of tossing like 
a bowl of arugula salad in a light 
vinaigrette, try these sugges- 
tions for getting to sleep fast- 
er from Dr. Meir Kryger, author 
of “A Woman’s Guide to Sleep 
Disorders.” 

Rearrange the Night Table 

Turn your clock around so the 
glowing numbers face the wall; 
the constant reminder that you’re 
running out of sleep time adds 
stress that will prevent you from 
sleeping. 

In a no -boss kind of world, the 
ideal is to go to bed early enough 
so that you wake up naturally — 
and don’t need to be buzzed at 
6:15 a.m. “If you absolutely need 


an alarm clock to get out of bed, 
you’re not sleeping enough,” Dr. 
Kryger says. 

Don't Take It Lying Down 

If you can’t sleep, get out of bed. 
Wrestling with your fluffy pil- 
lows only conditions your brain 
to associate your bed with sleep- 
ing problems. Get up, get out, and 
do something else until you feel 
sleepy again. 

First stop: The fridge. Milk is 
rich in the amino acid tryptophan, 
which affects serotonin, a neu- 
rotransmitter that is key to sleep, 
according to Duke University’s 
Andrew Krystal. 

Just don’t do anything too 
active. Exercising or even balanc- 
ing a checkbook close to bedtime 



can pump up your adrenaline and 
keep you awake. Sex, fortunately, 
is the clear exception. 

Ditch Bedroom Electronics 

Get rid of the TV, computer and any 
other in-the -bedroom distractions 
that might keep you awake. “I’ve had 
patients wake up at 3 o’clock in the 
morning to check their e-mail and 
not be able to get back to sleep,” 
Kryger says. 

Make the Nightcap an Early 
Evening Cap Instead 

“Many people believe that alco- 
hol helps them sleep, but it actu- 
ally has the exact opposite effect 
in most people,” Kryger says. “It 
helps you initially relax and may 
help you fall asleep, but once the 
alcohol level drops, it has an arous- 
ing effect.” 

Try to avoid alcohol four to six 
hours before bed. Also, watch out 
for spicy foods that may give you 
heartburn or indigestion, (reprint-
